EGGNOG  NOW  A  CLASS  II  PRODUCT 

Effective  November  1,   1981   eggnog  will   be 
classified  in  Class   II   rather  than  in  Class   I 
under  all   three  Florida  milk  orders.     The 
change  in  classification  is  based  on  the  record 
of  a  public  hearing  held  this  past  summer  at 
Orlando,   Florida. 

COURT  DISMISSES  CNI  RECONSTITUTED 
MILK  LAW  SUIT 

U.    S.    District  Court  Judge  Oliver  Gasch 
ruled  on  September  29  that  CNI  and  a  group  of 
consumers  lacked  standing  to  seek  a  change  in 
the  classification  of  reconstituted  milk  in  the 
Federal   Courts.     The  Judge  ruled  that  the  con- 
sumer group  had  not  shown  any  actual    injury  in 
the  present  method  of  pricing  reconstituted 
milk.     Judge  Gasch  also  ruled  that  a  milk  hand- 
ler who  had  joined  CNI   in  the  Court  suit  should 
have  first  exhausted  his  administrative  remedies 
within  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before 
going  to  court. 

USDA  STUDY  SHOWS  TYPES  AND  SIZES 
OF  PACKAGES  FOR  FLUID  MILK 

A  recently  updated  Dairy  Division  Study 
provides  information  on  the  size  and  type  of 
containers  and  methods  of  distribution  for 
fluid  milk  products  under  all    Federal   milk 
orders  for  the  month  of  November  1979.     This 
information  has  been  gathered  and  reported 
periodically  since  1964. 

Handlers   regulated  under  Federal   milk 
orders  process  approximately  three-quarters  of 
all   the  fluid  milk  products  sold  in  the 
United  States.

PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UNCHANGED 

The  September  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  3 
points   (2.2  percent)    from  August  to  134  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     Con- 
tributing most  to  the  decrease  since  August  were  lower  prices  for 
corn,  potatoes,  soybeans,  oranges  and  cattle.     Higher  prices  for 
milk,  eggs,  peaches,  tobacco  and  apples  were  partially  offsetting. 
The  Index  was  8  points   (5.6  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  September  was  un- 
changed from  August  at  151   percent  of  its  1977  base.     Higher  prices 
for  family  living  items,   replacement  livestock  and  farm  machinery 
were  offset  by  lower  feed  prices.     Compared  to  a  year  earlier,  the 
Index  was  up  10  points   (7.1   percent). 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was 
89  for  the  month  of  September  1981.     The  Ratio  was  down  3  points 
from  the  previous  month  and  down  12  points  from  the  same  period 
a  year  ago.

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  460  producers  delivered 
157.1  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool    plants.      This  compared  to  451 
producers  and  162.6  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  434 
producers  and  153.7  million  pounds 
during  September  1980.      Producer 
milk  deliveries  in  September  were 
down  3.4  percent  from  August  and 
were  2.2  percent  above  September  of 
last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was   11,574  pounds  per  day 
for  all   producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal   Orders  6,   12 
and   13.

In  general,   the  sizes  and  types  of  containers, 
and  methods  of  distribution'  used  to  market 
this  production  would  be  representative  of  the 
entire  country.      In  addition,  although  these 
surveys  are  based  on  November  fluid  milk  sales, 
the  relationships  shown  would  be  representative 
in  other  months  of  the  year.     Two  exceptions 
would  be  sales  in  half-pint  containers  and 
sales  through  school   outlets  which  would  not 
be  applicable  to  sales  in  a  nonschool   month. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  1979  Study 
were: 

(1)  For  the  first  time  ever,  more  fluid 
milk  products  were  sold  in  plastic  than  in 
paper  containers.      During  the  survey  month  50 
percent  of  sales  were  in  plastic,  49  percent 
in  paper  and  one  percent  in  glass. 

(2)  The  gallon  container  continues  to 
increase  its  share  of  the  total  market.      Gal- 
lons represented  53  percent  of  total    distri- 
bution with  26  percent  in  half-gallons,  11 
percent  in  half-pints,  5  percent  in  quarts  and 
the  remaining  5  percent  in  all   other  sizes. 

(3)  Wholesale  sales  now  account  for  96 
percent  of  total   fluid  sales;  home  delivery 
accounts  for  only  4  percent. 

(4)  During  November  1979  nearly  57  per- 
cent of  fluid  milk  sales  were  made  through 
chain  stores.  (This  volume  represented  a  3 
percent  increase  over  November  1977.)  Super- 
market chains  represented  46  percent  of  total 
chain  store  sales  and  dairy  convenience  chain 
stores  represented  11    percent. 

(5)  Institutional  outlets  (military  and 
schools)  accounted  for  9.1  percent  fluid  milk 
sales.     This  was  unchanged  from  November  1977. 

(6)  Slightly  more  than  20  percent  of 
fluid  milk  sales  were  made  by  vertically  in- 
tegrated chain  stores.     This  volume  represented 
over  35  percent  of  total   chain  store  sales. 
Supermarket  chains  operating  their  own  fluid 
processing  plants,   accounted  for  13.1   percent 
of  total   sales,  and  28.4  percent  of  total 
supermarket  sales.     The  share  of  supermarket 
chains  that  were  not  vertically  integrated 

was  slightly  over  33  percent.     Vertically  in- 
tegrated dairy  and  convenience  chain  stores 
represented  7  percent  of  total    fluid  milk 
sales,  and  64  percent  of  total   dairy  and  con- 
venience store  sales.
